WASHINGTON, D.C.--"Metaphorica1 Trends in Contemporary Polish Art," 
the February exhibition in the Dimock Gallery of The George Washington 
University, will feature the works of four Polish artists to be shown 
for the first time in Washington.

WASHINGTON, D„C. — At its meeting of Wednesday, January 19, 1977, the 
Board of Trustees of The George Washington University announced tuition 
increases effective in the fall semester of 1977 according to the following 
schedule. 

— For undergraduate study in Columbian College, the School of Education, 
the School of Government and Business Administration, the School of Public 
and International Affairs, Allied Health Sciences, and for on-campus courses 
taken by undergraduate students in the College of General Studies there will 
be an increase of $200 from $ 2,600 to $ 2,800 for a full-time program per 
academic year. Costs for part-time programs will rise from $98 to $105 for 
each semester hour. 

— For undergraduate study in the School of Engineering and Applied 
Science costs will move from $2,700 to $2,900 for full-time programs and from 
$100 to $107 for each semester hour for part-time programs and for graduate 
study. 

— In the National Law Center study for the Juris Doctor’s and Master’s 
degrees and for Continuing Legal Education Study will increase from $2,600 
to $2,800 for students enrolled prior to fall semester 1976. Tuition for 
students entering in or after fall semester 1976 will rise from $ 2,600 to 
$3,100. Part-time programs will rise for each semester hour from $100 to 
$107 for students enrolled prior to fall semester 1976 and from $100 to $120 
to students entering in or after fall semester 1976.

The yearly rate for study for the degree of Doctor of Juridical Science 
will he raised from $2,700 to $2,900. 

~ For graduate study in the Graduate School of Arts and Sciences, the 
School of Education, the School of Public and International Affairs, the 
School of Government and Business Administration, and for graduate and under¬ 
graduate courses in the Division of University Students there will be an 
increase for each semester hour from $98 to $105. Undergraduate and graduate 
study in the Summer Sessions will be increased from $98 in 1977 to an amount 
not more than $105 in 1978 for each semester hour. 

— For undergraduate and graduate study in off-campus courses of the 
College of General Studies fees will be increased from $7^ to $78 for each 
semester hour. 

— For the degree of Doctor of Medicine tuition will rise from $5,500 to 
$6,000 for 3rd and Uth year students and from $7,000 to $7,500 for 2nd year 
students. Tuition for entering students will be $9,000 per year. 

— The Residence Fee, charged each student permitted to maintain "In 
Residence" status during any semester of absence from the university or after 
completion of tuition requirements, will be increased from $98 to $105.
